The  vimcrated  chainpion  of  the  cross, — 
whose  highest  joys  were  its  holy  triumphs, 
whose  conceptions  were  among  the  first  in 
the  teeming  deliberations,  from  which  this 
Board,  with  all  its  plaii^  and  enterprise?*, 
spniiig, — who,  in  each  succeeding  year,  has 
been  the  secoiid  of  its  otticers,  and  a  prime 
counselUir  of  its  mfeasnros,— and  whose  fi¬ 
delity  to  h.is  many  and  weighty  trusts  Vras 
iin  cxainjile  to  his  coinjieers  and  a  light  to 
the  world, — the  Kev.  l>r:  %Spring — is  not 
here.  Their  course  is  lir.islied  ; — tli^ir  *.vork 
IS  done  — their  trials  are  ended  ;  iind  our 
Master  a!)d  I/ordj  supremely  wise  and  good, 
has  called  them  to  rest  from  their  labors,  in 
tin*  mansions  which  he  had  ])rcpared  lor 
them.  The  places  that  have  known  them 
will  know  tliem  no  more.  V.  e  have  min¬ 
gled  our  tears  with  inanv  r.t  their  tOinhs  ; 
we  have  embalmed  the  memory  of  the  one 
and  of  tlie  other  in  otir  hearts :  and  now 
record  their  names  in  the  assured  persua- 1 
sion,  that  they  have  long  since  been  enroll¬ 
ed  for  everlasting  re*ieuibrante  on  high.

C’eylc'n,  Palestine,  Clierokee,  Choctaw,  Ar¬ 
kansas,  and  8aniiwuch  ;  the  first,  only  si^ 
years  ago  d able u sly  strutting  for  a  place, 
and  even  for  existence ;  the  last,  just  on 
the  eve  of  embarkation  ;  and  the  wholet  ex¬ 
tent!  ing  from  east  to  v/est  more  lhan  two 
thirds  around  this  globe,  which',  as  the  dear¬ 
ly  purchased  domain  of  the  Son  Of  God, 
Cliristian  benevolence  desires  conlp’ietely 
lo  encircle,  and  to  fill  with  the  light  of  liiR' 
salvation. 


BOMHAY. 


Tills  mission,  the  first  child  of  the  Botrd, 
can  never  be  mentioned  by  your  Committee 
without  emotions  which  the  heart  wished 
always  10  fee!,  and  recollect  ions,  on  which 
it  dwells  with  ever  freshening  gratitude  and 
urlight.  It  iias  lost  nothing  of  its  title  tcv 
be  regarded  with  the  liveliest  afiection, con¬ 
fidence,  and  hope.  . 

The  mission  how  comprises  three  sta¬ 
tions.  The  first,  w^hich  is  also  the  princi¬ 
pal  scat  of  the  mission,  isintheoreat  native 
town  of  Bombay  ;  and  is  stiTl  held  by 
iHc.ssrs.  Ha!!,  Newel!,  and  Bardwell.  At 
Mahiib,  abiiut  six  miles  distant,  on  the 
northc.in  p.art  of  tiie  same  Island,  is  the  sta¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  GraveSj-i^in  the  midst  of  about 
tweiilj  thousand  heaihen  people,  dw’cllin**^ 
compactly  aioumi  him,  and  near  to  a  stil? 
greater  number  cm  the  neigf.horing  Island 
ol  8alst  tte.  Mr.  Nichols  has  his  station  at 
Taniia,  llie  chief  town  of  i<alsrtte,  distant' 
from  the  first  station  about  twenty  five, 
miles,  and  separated  only  bv  a  very

latioa  on  the  continent.  These

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in  sickness. — I  cannot  think  of  the^ocxlncss 
of  God,  and  the  uiiromittiii;»'  attention  of 
Dr.  T  aylor,  rind  my  beloved  fiiemU  about 
me,  but  tears  of  gratitude  fill  niv  eves.*” — 
His  speedy  recovery  is  inentioned  by  tf»e 
other  brethren,  and  will  be  rcganled  by  this 
Board,  as  a  ])articMlar  mercy,  to  be  record¬ 
ed  with  devout  thankful nes8.  It  is,  how¬ 
ever,  only  a  timchin^  instance  amid  an  am¬ 
ple  display  of  Divine  guotlness.  In  the  gen¬ 
eral  health  of  iti  meml)cis>— in  its  internnl 
harmony, — in  tlie  favor  it  has  obi  allied  with 
the  rulers  and  with  tlie  people,  Kuropean 
and  Native, — in  the  free  com  ^e  afi(»rded  to 
its  operations, — and  above. ail,  in  its  li\elv 


This  aflorded  him  very  favorable  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  preaching  to  them,  whicli  he  ha.% 
glailly  embraced.  Wlicn  bis  stock  ofliooks 
was  gone,  pressed  by  the  im])ortunities,  he 
promiseii  lo  send  tliem  more  ;  andinfulfd- 
ineutofthe  promise,  after  his  return  to 
Houi!>*p%  he  sent  them,  by  the  hand  of  a 
sciioolinasler,  alxiut  four  humlrcd. 

In  the  fore  part  of  November,  Mr.  New¬ 
ell  made  a  visit  to  Bankote,  about  sixty 
miles  south  of  Doinbav,  of  which  he  "ives 
the  following  ac-oumb

from  thence  visited  the  principal  towns  in

of  love,  ami  patience  of  hope, — tlie  i.ord 
has  nmrked  this  mission  with  distinguished 
kin(lnes«=. 

Since  the  dates  reported  the  last  vear. 
a  wide  expansion  has  been  given  to  tlie 
sphere  of  its  operrations.  M  fu  st,  the  la¬ 
bors  of  the  bnMhreii  were  limiicti  to  the 
totvn  of  Bombay.  Alter  the  arrival  of 
Messrs.  Nichols  and  Graves,  occupvln^rbv 
the  stations  of  Mnnhim  and  Tanna,  they 
brought  the  whole  island  of  Bombay,  and 
/S'alsetle  also,  within  their  range.  Nor  is 
this  all.  Bv  tlie  late  war  in  India,  the

Ill  December,  Mr.  Hall  made  anotliercx- 
cursion  to  Caranja,  an  island  near  Bombay,  |  ciirsion  ;  visited  (  ulliaii  and  Basseen,  two 
“  containiRg  about  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  1  large  towns  on  the  continent;  the  former 


and  safely  accessible,  gave  a  new'  spring  to 
hope  and  to  enterprise. 

In  Getoher  last,  .Mr.  Newell  made  anex- 


niostly  Himloi  S.’'  'There  “  he  preached  to 
number'^  cf  the  people,  and  distributed  a 
huiuircd  books.’’ 

Ill  the  same  month,  Mr.  Hall  passed  over 
to  the  continent,  and  visited  (’houle,  a 
place  upon  the  coast,  about  tliirtv  miles 
south  ot  BomUiy.  “  Here,  in  a  small  com¬ 
pass,”  he  say*,  “are  six  or  eight  towns,  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Biu::lisi'. ;  and  in  these  towns 
tliere  may  be  thirty  tlmusand  inliahitants  ; 
who,  With  tl'.e  exception  of  about  two  hun¬ 
dred  Uoman  Catholics,  fifty  families  of 
Jews,  and  a  tew  MusMilmans,  are  rdl  Hin¬ 
doos.”  He  visited  most  of  the  torvns  and 
villages  in  the  district,  “  preached  to,  and 
conversed  witii,  large  numbers  of  the  peo 
pie,  and  distributed  about  two  huniJred 
books.  Not  only  were  the  books  kindly  re¬ 
ceived  ;  Ivir,  before  he  left  the  district,  the 
people  thronged  around  liim,  at  different 
places,  ea^-riy  desirous  of  obtaining  them. 


about  forty  miles  nortli  cast,  and  the  latter 
about  thirty  miles  north  of  Bombay  ;  impar¬ 
ted  instruction  to  many  people  ;  ami  dis¬ 
tributed  more  than  five  hundred  books. 

“  Our  experience  of  this  mode  of  labor¬ 
ing,”  say  the  brethren,  “  has  led  us  to  esti¬ 
mate  more  highly  the  importance  of  itinera¬ 
ting  extensively,  for  the  double  purpose  of 
preaching  and  distributing  thc^Scripturcs  and 
tracts.  And  v/e  indulge the[;!easir.g  hope, that 
He,  wliohas  helped  us  thus  far,  will  enable 
us  to  go  on,  extending  our  iur^tructions  and 
and  distributions  farther  and  farther ;  and 
we  wmuld  rest  assured,  that  our  labour  will 
not  be  in  vain  in  the  Lord.” 

It  is  their  constant,  daily  practice  to  go 
about  among  the  heathen,  preaching  more 
t)V  less  publicly,  as  opportunities  offer  :  and 
distributing  books  to  such  as  seem  willing 
and  able  to  read  them.  “  It  will  nodoubt,” 
they  say,  “  be  grateful  to  the  feelings  of  the 
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jftoaril  to  reflect,  tliat  five  of  their  ! 

ries,  ill  the  same  rej^ion,  anfl  the  fcanie  lau- 
j^uai!;e,  are  now  daily  and  aciiyrJj  en':^:ig^d 
ill  the  use  of  meuiis,  I>oi!i  ‘liivet  aiid  indi¬

Mention  was  made  in  the  Mepoitol  tiie 
last  year  of  their  liavin^;  printed  in  larj^o  edi¬ 
tions,  the  Gospel  ot  Matthew,  tlie /icts  of  the 
Apostles,  and  two  tracts  consistitiS;  chiefly 
of  select  portioii-s  ol  Scripture,  ihey  liave 
since  printed  two  editions,  a  lliouband  co¬ 
pies  each,  of  a  tract  conijMvsed  by  them  aiid 
entitled,  “  The  tf'mf  io  Heaven;  the  first 
A'^umherin  a  series  of  »Scrip/i'r^'  Uistunj  ; 
the  Gnspel  of  Matihewt  for  the  Bombay  Bi¬ 
ble  ^*oriety  ;  f7ir/.s/‘s  sermon  on  the  mounts 
partly  for  the  Bible.  Society,  and  partly  for 
their  own  distribution  ;  a  Ueadin:^  Jionfe  for 
schools  ;  and  a  book  entitled  .in  eari^  and 
expeditiom  .Method  of  (uquivin::^^  hiimrU 
ed^ieofthe  English  {an!::^iin;ce ;  d^si^r^ied  for 
the  h(  n'ft  rf  those  J\*aiives,  it  bn  wish  to 
stiidp  the  English  lAin»;u(i^e  and  the  scien¬ 
ces,  *  And  at  the  last  dales,  they  tvore  ex- 
pcctln*^  soon  to  pri  .t  the  book  of  (Genesis, 
and  several  otiier  tracts;  and  an  edition  of 
the  W'aj  to  Heaven,  ia  the  Guzerattee  lan¬ 
guage.

In  the  same  manner  \vc  aniwer,  or  rath¬ 
er  aiiyinilate  another  objection,  that  if  God 
not  only  uses  the  agency  of  the  impious,  j 
but  iroverns  their  des!ji:ns  and  allcvtions,  he 
is  the  author  of  all  c.duies  ;  and  therefore 
mcnaie.  undeservedly  condemned,  it  tliey 
execute  wliat  God  hath  decreed,  because 
they  obey  hl^  wUh  his  will  is  improp¬ 
erly  confounded  with  his  precept,  between 
which  innumerabic  examples  exince  the 
ditference  to  be  very  ^reat. 

Let  it  be  remembered,  that  whilst  God  by 
means  of  the  impious  iuifils  his  secret  de¬ 
crees,  they  are  not  excusable,  as  though 
tlicy  were  obedient  to  his  precents,  wiiich 
they  wantonly  &  intentionally  violate.  The 
direction  of  the  perverse  actions  of  men, 
by  the  secret  providence  of  God,  is  illustri¬ 
ously  exemplified  in  the  election  of  Jerobo- 


rm  to  the  regal  dignity.  The  temerity  and 
infatuation  of  the  people  in  this  proceeding 
are  severely  condemned,  because  they  fHir- 
verled  the  order  established  by  God,  and 
perfidiously  revolted  from  the  family  of 
l)avid:  and  yet  xve  know'  that  tliis  event 
wT.ft  agreeable  to  the  Divine  will. 

J/ctthe  reader  diligently  consider  both. 
thc'C  tliiniiS  ;  because  it  had  pleased  God 
that  the  people  should  f^umler  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  one  king,  their  c'ivi.skm  into  two 
j/arts  was  contrary  t<i  his  will;  and  yet 
from  Iiis  will  the  ^hisrn  first  originated, 
for  certainly  since  a  IVopliet,  bothby  apre- 
and  by  the  ceremony  of  unction,  exci 
ted  a  hoj»o  of  succeeding  to  the  kingdom^ 
(  in  the  mind  of  Jeroboam,  who  before  enter- 
{  tained  not  a  tliought  of  such  an  event,  this 
c^*uld  not  be  done, either  without  the  knowl¬ 
edge,  or  agairi'^t  the  will,  of  God  who  com. 
inanded  it  to  be  done:  and  yet  the  rebellion 
of  the  people  Is  justly  condemned,  because 
in  oj>pos!tion  to  the  Divine  will,  they  revolt¬ 
ed  from  the  |}ostentv  of  David.  Thus  also 
it  is  afterwards  subjoined,  that  "the  cause*^ 
of  the  liaughfy  contempt  of  the  people  mai>- 
j  ifested  by  iveliolioam  "was  of  God,  that  the 
Loid  might  p*erforni  his  word,  which  he 
spake  by  the  I'aiid  of  Ahijali”  his  servant 
.See  how  the  sacred  union  is  divided,  in  oj> 
|>G5ition  to  the  will  of  God,  and  yet  by  his 
will  the  ten  trif>es  are  alienated  from  the* 
son  of  iSoIornon.  Let  us  add  another  simi¬ 
lar  example,  where  w  irh  the  consent,  and  c- 
ven  by  llte  as^istance  of  the  people,  the  sons 
of  Ahab  are  massacred,  and  all  Ids  posterity 
exterminated.  Jehu  indeed  truly  observed, 
that "  there  should  fall  into  the  earth  noth¬ 
ing  of  the  word  of  the  I.aiid,”  but  that  he 
bad  "  done  that  whicli  he  sjiake  by  his  ser¬ 
vant  Klijah.*'  And  yet  he  justly  repre¬ 
hends  the  tlie  citizens  of  Samaria  for  hav’- 
ing  lent  their  assistance.  "  Are  ye  right¬ 
eous  r**  says  he;  "behold,  I  conspired  against 
my  master,  and  slew'  bin]:  but  who  slew  all 
tlmsc 

If  I  am  not  deceived,  I  have  now  clearly 
explained  how  the  same  act  displays  the 
criminality  of  men.  and  the  justice  of  God. 
.\nd  to  modest  minds  tins  answ  er  of  Au¬ 
gustine  will  ahvays  be  sufficient;  "Since 
God  delivered  Ciirist,  and  Christ  delivered 
hisown  lK)dy,  and  Judas  delivered  the  Lord, 
why  in  this  delivery  is  God  righteous  and 
man  guilty  :  Because  in  the  same  act  they 
acted  not  from  the  same  cause.”  But  if 
any  persons  find  greater  difficulty  in  what 
we  now*  assert,  that  there  is  no  consent  ;be- 
tween  God  and  man,  in  cases  where  man  by 
his  righteous  influence  cominiU  unlawful

death,  than  to  ti*ansfer  {o  Judas  the  praise 
«f  redemption.  Therefore  the  same  writer 
elsewhere  informs  us,that  in  this  scrutinv 
Ood  inquires,  not  tvhat  men  could  have 
done,  nor  what  they  have  done,  hut  what 
they  intended  to  do,  that  he  mav  takecogf 
nizance  of  their  design  and  the[r  will. 

Let  those  to  w  hom  tiierc  appears  any 
harshness  in  this  proceedure^  consiiler  a  lit¬ 
tle  liow  far  their  obstinaev  is  tolerable, 
while  they  reject  a  truth  w  hich  is  attested 
by  plain  testimonies  of  Scripture,  because 
it  e\ceeds  their  comprehension,  and  con- 
df*mn  t!ie  publication  of  those  things  >vhich 
God,  unless  he  had  known  that  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  them  would  he  useful,  would  nev¬ 
er  have  commanded  to  be  taught .  bv  his 
Propliets  and  Apostles.  For  our  wisdom 
ought  to  cmisist  in  embracing  wiih  gentle 
docility,  and  without  any  exception,  all 
that  is  delivered  in  the  sacred  Scriptures, 
put  those  who  op|X)se  this  doctrine  with 
less  moiiesty  and  greater  violence,  since  it 
is  evident  that  their  op^>osition  is  a;rait»st 
God,  aie  unwortiiy  of  a  longer  refuta¬ 
tion.

We  have  often  had  occdai<»n  to  speak  of 
the  proposed  Miasion  to  the  Land  o(  Prom¬ 
ise,  and  are  now  happy  to  imorrii  our  read¬ 
ers  that  the  Missitmaries  are  actually 
barked.  Wesshs  I.kvi  Parsons  and  Pli¬ 
ny  FISK,  the  geuilcffieri  designed  for  fhi§ 
Mission, reached  town  on  Saturday  morning, 
expecting  to  sail  on  that  day  for  the  Me  dit¬ 
erranean,  had  they  not  hi.rn  f»re\inted  t>y 
unfavorable  winds.  On  Saht)8th  noon  the 
Old  South  and  Park  Street  Cfmrches,  at  the 
request  of  the  former,  united  w  ith  the  Mis- 
{•ioriaries  in  the  Old  South  Clurch  in  cele- 
hraling  the  Lord’s  Supper.  On  this  occa¬ 
sion,  the  services  were  performed  hy  Rev. 
Dr.  Worcester, Rev.  NL  ssr*'.  Codman.  Fisk, 
cL*nks  and  Dwight.  It  was  ernirif  »»flv  a 
feast  of  love  and  greatly  rr  freshed  the  hearts 
ffall  who  vvere  present.  On  Sabbatli  af¬ 
ternoon,  Rev.  INlr.  Parsons  preachcti  a  ser¬ 
mon  in  Park  Street  Church  coiinei  ted  w  ith 
the  sfihject  of  the  Mission,  fioni  liosea  iii 
j  4,  I’or  the  children  ol  Israel  shah  abide 
!  many  days  without  a  king,  and  vvitiioiK  a

I  an  image,  and  without  aj.  c  phod.  and  without 
terapiurii.  Afterwards  shall  the  childr'  o  of  Is-

his  goodnesss  in  the.  latter  days.”  In  the  c- 
veningRe  v.  JVl  r.Fisk  preached  at  the  OidSoulb 
Church  to  an  overfl.^w  ing  aiulin.'ce,  from  Acta 
XX  22.  “  And  now  behold,  I  go  bound  in  the 
spirit  unto  Jerusalem,  not  knowing  the 
things  that  shall  hefal  me  there.”  Both  the 
sermons  are  to  be  printed.

'J’ijis  it.teiview 
was  peculiarly  ioteri  stiug  and  affecting  to 
the  members  of  tiiose  Churches.  In  a  smse, 
the  Mission  had  origiiiat* d  arrong  tl  er  i.— 

^  At  tlitir  united  monthly  concert  for  prayer 
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during  the  last  twelvemonth  they  had  con¬ 
tributed  a  eutHcient  pum  to  support  one  of 
the  Misriionaries^  During  the  year  they  had 
become  deeply  interested  ij  the  Mifieion  il- 
pclf,  and  personally  attache<i  to  the  two  gen¬ 
tlemen  engaged  in  it,  both  as  [jreachers  and 
as  men.  'J'his  was  probably  their  last  in¬ 
terview*.  We  caunot  but  look  upon  it  as  a 
gra«‘ious  interposition  of  Provid(?iice  (hat 
(he  {Missionaries  were  detained  by  a  bead 
wind  thiouglr  the  Sabbath  an<l  Mojiday. — 
Much  goo<l  we  believe  has  bee»i  done,  in 
consequence  of  it,  to  the  cause  of  Christ. — 
On  Wednesday  morning  (he  wind  becoming 
directly  favo!«hle  and  the  weather  remark* 
ably  fine,  (he  iMissionaries  embarked  in  the 
Sally  Anne,  Capt.  Edes,  for  Smyrna.  1'he 
vessel  is  to  (ouch  at  Malta  for  a  few  days 
From  that  island  we  may  'expect  to  receive 
interesting  intelligence  from  them.  It  was 
a  most  favorable  circumstance  for  the  Mis 
aionaries,  that  the  steward  of  the  ship,  a  na¬ 
tive  of  Trieste,  converses  freely  both  in  (he 
Modern  Greeks  and  in  the  Italian.  They 
may  derive  much  assistance  from  him,  es¬ 
pecially  in  the  pronunciation  of  the  former 
of  these  languages,  which  is  in  a  sense  his 
mother  tongue. 

While  at  Smyrna,  (he  Missionaries  will 
early  visit  the  Seven  Churches  of  Asia, 
which  are  all  stilt  inexistence;  if  the  fact 
that  a  few  Citristian  families  (at  least)  still 
remain  in  each  of  the  places  fiirmerly  occu¬ 
pied  by  those  Churches,  will  Justify  such 
an  assertion.  We  hope  they  will  send  us. 
by  the  time  when  the  S[>ring  opens,  such  ac¬ 
counts  of  those  Seven  Churches,  that  some 
of  our  Churches  in  Xevv-England  w  ill  send 
out  and  support  Pastors  sutficierit  to  take 
the  oversight  of  them.  What  a  field  of  be¬ 
nevolence  is  here  laying  open  to  those  who 
love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The  Mission¬ 
aries  are  to  direct  their  course  to  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  as  goon  as  they  shall  have  been  prepa¬ 
red  at  Smyrna  for  their  operations  in  that 
city. 

It  i?  a  most  pleasing  circumstance,  that 
thron'ih  the  enlargeil  benevolence  ol  an  in¬ 
dividual,  a  foundation  has  been  laid  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Pible  Sociely,  if  [»raetic- 
a  We,  in  Jerusalem,  where  the  Apostles  first 
began  to  preach  liie  Gospel,  and  to  which 
our  Churches  are  now  sending  it  back. — 
Let  Christians  throughout  the  country,  pray 
for  (lie  blessing  of  God  on  Ibis  {Mission,  as 
well  as  on  that  which  has  lately  gone  to  the 
Sandwich  isk.  ids.  I.e!  them  pray  that  the 
companions  of  (heir  voyage  may  be  renew¬ 
ed  by  the  S{»mt  o.**  Grace,  and  brought  kilo 


the  Divine  kingdom.  Let  them  do  tliis  con¬ 
tinually  and  ill  such  a  manner  as  to  receive 
for  them  the  blessing  which  they  ask. 

OTAHEITE. 

JUxlract  of  a  Lethr  from  Mr.  Charles  J7o?»- 
ers,  son  of  Mr.  Isaac  lione.rs^  to  his  parents^ 
dalfd  Matm'ta  Hay,  Oiahe.ite^A'ot^  1818. 
“  We  arrived  here  on  the  third  of  this 
inniitii :  immediately  on  coining  to  an  an¬ 
chor.  Mr.  Wilson,  one  of  (he  Etiglish  Mis¬ 
sionaries,  w’h»>  has  resided  here  since  (he 
year  1801,  came  on  board  ;  he  informed  me 
(hat  the  king  and  nil  his  subjects,  in  (his  and 
the  neighboring  islands,  were  become,  he 
believed,  hopeful  Christians,  and  their  w  hole 
stmly  and  pleasure  was  to  serve  the  L(<rd. 
In  (he  afternoon,  agre  eable  to  the  invilalion 
of  Mr.  Wilson,  (he  Captain  ami  myself  went 
on  shore  ;  as  we  entered  the  house  of  wor¬ 
ship,  in  which  he  had  been  catechif'ing  the 
people,  (probably  (wo  huiidr<’d  in  liumher) 
they  were  singing  a  hymn,  ainl  I  was  struck 
with  astonishment  to  see  '  these  untaught 
savages,  in  such  a  serious,  solemn  manner, 
as  I  never  witnessed  before,  go  through  the 
hymn  ;  after  w'hich  Mr.  Wibon  arose,  when 
they  all  kneeled  down,  while  he  made  a 
prayer  of  some  length,  which  closed  the  ser¬ 
vices,  and  they  all  retired  with  their  books 
to  tbrir  respective  dwellings.  On  Sunday 
I  again  went  ashore,  aud  attended  the  reli¬ 
gious  services,  which  w^ere  pcrlormed  with 
the  greatest  order  and  regularity  ;  they  see¬ 
med  to  pay  the  deepest  attention,  far  sur¬ 
passing  a  European  congregation.  1  have 
not  yet  seen  the  King  ;  but  have  sent  him 
one  of  the  Iliblee  you  entrusted  to  me,  as  a 
present  in  the  name  of  the  society  ;  lor  which 
I  expect  a  note  of  thanks  from  him. 

REMARKABLE  PROVIDENCE. 

To  the  Eililor  of  (he  Relt^ous  hiielligencet  ^ 
Sill, — In  (he  town  of  Pitlstown,  near  Lan* 
eingburgh,  N.  Y. -about  2  years  ago,  a  smalt 
Presbyterian  Church  was  gathered,  and  a 
Presbyterian  Society  originated,  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  enjoying  the  privileges  of  the  preach¬ 
ed  Gospel.  In  the  course  of  three  or  four 
months,  by  extraordinary  exertions, attended 
withthe  smiles  of  Provi^li  ncr,a  neat  and  com¬ 
modious  house  for  public  worship  was  e- 
rected,  completed,  and  dedicated.  In  the 
month  of  July  last,  an  attempt  was  made  to 
destroy  (he  house  by  fire.  Its  preservation 
was  so  remarkable,  as  to  astonish  every  be¬ 
holder.  A  hole,  large  enough  to  admit  the 
hands,  was  made  with  a  chisel,  through  the 
clap-boards  into  the  unfinished  space  under 
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<he  pufpU,  where  was  deposited  a  handful  of 
charcoal,  with  a  quantity  of  dry  leaves  — 
The  floor  under  the  coal  was  burnt  to  the 
depth  of  a  quarter  of  an  inch.  Such  was  tiie 
state  of  thinjjs  when  the  attempt  was  discov¬ 
ered,  two  days  after  it  had  t»eeruriade.  'rhe 
author  of  the  attemjd  has  lately  been  con- 
vicletl,  and  sentenced  to  confinenienl  in  the 
Slate  prison  for  fourteen  years. 

Education  Societies, 

There  is  nothin'*;  that  more  stronj^ly  in-  | 
dicates  the  prosperity  of  the  Clinrch  tiian 
the  ;5n)wiii<5  interests  inanif'Urd  hy  flie 
(’hristian  public  m  t!ie  various  S  irieti^s 
instituted  for  the  eiluratlonof  p’euis  >ouni; 
meu  for  the  (iospel  Ministry.  M'  denoiy- 
ination.s  of  (^iuistiao'*  are  h.j<:inMin^  to  feel 
tlie  necessity  of  a(h>ptin;;  some  effectual 
measures  to  supply  the  call  for  minist  ts; 
and  Societies  for  this  yfurpose  are  'unltiply-  I 
in;;  throu;;hout  the  country.  ’Tliis  impor¬ 
tant  object  stands  first  on  the  calendar  of 
Christian  benevolence,  and  these  Societies 
have  stronger  claims  for  support  than  al¬ 
most  any  otlier  benevolent  institution,  hi 
truth  they  must  take  the  lead,  or  all  exer¬ 
tions  to  extend  the  blessings  of  the  Gospel 
will  avail  hut  little.  A  mission  cannot  he 
sent  out,  nor  hardly  a  church  organized 
without  a  'Feacher. 

AVhen  the  Christian  is  most  effectual! v 
roinoting  the  glory  of  God  by  his  deeds  of 
enevolence,  he  is  often  unconscious  of  the 
good  he  is  doing.  He  feels  at  best  but  an 
unprofitable  servant ;  and  even  in  the  dav 
of  final  retribution,  when  the  self-righteous 
would  plead  the  merit  of  the  little  sums  he 
has  given  in  charity,  the  Christian  will  en¬ 
quire,  Lord,  when,  and  where  did  we  ad- 
minislcr  to  tliy  wants  ?  It  doubtless  never 
occurred  to  the  Patrons  of  the  FIducation 
Society  of  New-Haven,  that  they  were,  bv 
the  most  trifling  contributions,  actuallv 
teaching  die  natives  of  the  Sandwich  Isl¬ 
ands  the  way  of  life  and  pointing  them  to 
Heaven ;  yet  it  is  not  improbable  that  some 
who  have  given  even  a  cup  of  cold  water 
W'itli  proper  motives,  will  meet  in  Heaven 
many  of  the  Redeemed  from  these  Islands, 
who  will  have  been  called  from  the  regions 
of  the  shadow  of  death  in  w  hich  they  are 
sitting,  by  tlieir  instrumentality. 

We  think  it  will  excite  a  double  inter¬ 
est,  not  only  in  the  S^idwich  Mission,  but 
in  the  prosperity  of  the  Education  Society, 
w^hen  they  remember  that  the  Rev.  Asa 
Timrston,  a  man  of  piety  and  talents,  and 


Mr.  Samuel  Whitney,  a  young  man  of  e- 
qual  promise,  who  are  gone  embassadors  for 
Christ  to  the  Sandwich  Islands,  have  been 
raised  up  and  educated  for  this  object  by 
their  charities.  Ik*  not  faithless,  but  believ¬ 
ing.  Ik  not  proud  of  your  gooil  deeds,  but 
give  God  all  the  glory.  Let  the  patrons  of 
this  Society  and  the  numerous  female  asso¬ 
ciations,  w  hose  industry  ^lieneticencehave 
supplied  the  treasury  of  the  Lord  for  this 
object,  be  not  weary  in  well  doing.  There 
are  many  others  of  equal  merit  who  live 
upon  vour  bountv — they  long  to  go  tortii  in¬ 
to  the  field  already  ripe  to  the  harvest;  but 
without  your  aid  they  cannot  be  rjualifietl*

SENECA  INDIANS. 

Ru/To/o,  -V.  Y.  Oct  19. 

The  Indians  of  the  Six  Nations  have  late¬ 
ly  held  two  councils  upon  the  proposals 
made  to  them  hy  government,  to  establish 
‘»chool8  and  other  improvements  among 
them,  one  at  Oneida,  and  the  other  at  their 
village  near  Ibis  place.  Their  debates  were 
warm,  and  for  a  time  violent.  It  is  well 
known  that  the  pagan  party  of  these  Indians, 
w  hich  compose  a  large  majority  ofthe  whole, 
have  always  strenuously  opposed  any  ad¬ 
vance  towards  civilization.  But  they  have, 
at  length  yielded  to  the  argumenis  of-  the 
Christian  parly,  ami  have  consentetl  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  proposals  of  government,  and  to 
»^-tablisli  schools  in  all  their  settlements. — 
'file  adoption  of  Christianity  has  also  been 
a  subject  of  discussion  iu  these  councils ; 
and  ahhough  they  have  not  unanimously 
greed  to  receive  missionaries  among  them, 
yet  they  have  indicated  a  much  more  favor¬ 
able  disposition  upon  this  subject  than  for¬ 
merly,  and  the  senliinejts  of  many  of  their 
principal  leailers  seem  to  he  entirely  chan¬ 
ged.  This  revolution  in  the  views  of  the 
Indians  will  appear  surprising  to  those  who 
have  known  their  inveterate  enmity  towards 
tlie  Christian  religion.  We  are  indebted  for 
it  to  the  united  exertions  of  the  agents, 
Messrs.  Parish  ami  Jones,  and  Mr.  E.  Wil¬ 
liams,  the  Episcopal  IMissionary  at  Oneida, 
assisted  hy  the  Oneida  chiefs.  AVe  trust  it 
will  be  productive  of  much  good,  and  the 
news  of  it  grateful  to  every  friend  of  human¬ 
ity.  There  is  now  no  iloubt  but  that  the 
Indians  will  soon  receive  Christian  instruc¬ 
tors  in  all  their  seltlemeiils.  And  by  the 
joint  influence  of  learning,  arts,  industry,  and 
religion,  we  may  confidently  hope  to  see

BENEFIT  OF  RELIGIOUS  INSTIIUC- 
TION. 

At  a  quarterly  Meetiiii;  of  tJie  lilverjimJ 
Sunday  School  Union,  Mr,  Charles  S.  I)ud- 
ley  stated  that  the  ninnf>er  of  cnildren  un¬ 
der  Sunday  School  instruction,  in  the  Uni* 
ted  Kin^loni,  was  c*  oq»ut*  d  to  be  about 
6r0,()00  3  and  of  teachers  about  0*2, 000 ;  and 
tliat  tlie  whole  number  wholiad  been  taught 
in  Sunday  Schools  wassup|K>sed  tolK’almut 
six  fnillions.  He  had,  at  ilitferent  times, 
visited  1.51  inilividuals  under  sentence  of 
death,  all  of  whom  ajjreed  that  their  fii'st 
crime  was  Sabbath  hreakin;;.  Amongst  o- 
thers  he  visited  a  poor  man  sixty -four  years 
ofa^je,  at  Oxford  Castle.  Mr.  1>.  asked 
him  what  liad  been  his  tirst  temptation. — 
His  atiswer  was ‘‘ hreakin2:theSabbath-<lav' ;  j 
first  ramblin;;  in  the  tieids:  tlten  j;;ambling;  | 
then  drinking.”  He  could  not  read,  he 
had  never  entered  a  place  of  worship  for 
twenty -i wo  yeai*s.  He  ended  an  un¬ 
happy  lire  at  the  gallows.  Mr.  ]).  remark¬ 
ed  that  it  was  ascertained  that  about  dOOO 
chiitiren  in  London  ami  itsviciiuty  live  by 
plunder.  Mr.  D  visited  nineteen  of  this 
unhappy  class  who  were  condemned  to 
death,  the  oldest  sixteen  years  old,  the 
yoangest  only  ten,  but  hardened  in  guilt. — 
Only  one  of  them  could  read,  ami  he  had 
never  seen  a  Hible,  He  observed,  tiu\t  tor 
one  i>erson  ifi  Scotland  brought  before  the 
crimin.-ilbar,  tltere  were  fourteen  in  Eng¬ 
land,  and  fifty  in  Ireland.  In  Ireland,  you 
may  eiitcM*  '200,n00  cottages,  and  not  find  a 
Bible  in  one  of  theui.  During  twenty -two 
years  that  Sir  J.  bieiding  was  on  the  bench 
at  tlie  Old  Hailex,  he  had  thousands  ofEng- 
lishaiul  irisii  brought  before  hr.n,  but  only 
sis  Scotchmen.  The  difference  in  these 
cases  he  attributed  to  the  more  general  cir¬ 
culation  of  the  sacretl  Scriptures,  ami  the 
dissemination  of  religious  knowledge  in 
Scotland,  than  in  the  two  othercouniries.
